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The  Music  Department  of  Mary  Washington  College 
ofTers  an  "opportunity  for  collegiate  study  in  an  environ- 
ment inspiring  in  natural  beauty  and  rich  in  historical 
associations.  The  courses  of  study  provide  varied  and, 
at  the  same  time,  intensive  training  in  fields  of  major 
interest,  such  as  voice,  piano,  organ,  instrumental  music, 
orchestra,  and  public  school  music.  The  eleven  mem- 
bers of  the  music  faculty  are  specialists  in  their  re- 
spective fields. 

The  music  curricula  have  been  developed  with  due 
recognition  of  both  vocational  and  avocational  values. 
Prospective  teachers  may  obtain  thorough  preparation 
for  the  teaching  and  supervision  of  public  school  music 
or  for  private  instrumental  or  vocal  instruction.  Recently 
there  has  been  a  decided  demand  for  well-prepared 
teachers  of  music,  both  public  and  private.  Students 
whose  interest  in  music  is  avocational  will  find  a  rich 
and  varied  array  of  courses  to  meet  their  needs.  A  re- 
cent addition  is  the  radio  workshop  which  provides  for 
practical  training  and  direct  experience  in  the  technique 
of  radio  broadcasting  and  the  preparation  of  recordings.
